— A. B. .Vines has re- 
signed the presidency of the Metropoli- 
tan Bank, and is succeeded by Ilev. Dr. 
Warden, the vice-president. 

In view of the suspension of A. E. 
Ames & (Jo., the directors have issued 
u statement to the effect that the firm 
is indebted to the Metropolitan Hank 
only in the sum of *.7>,()U>, which is 
amply secured. That bunk cannot pos 5 
sibly sHill'or any lass. Mr. Ames luul 
oo account with the bank. 

As outcome of the suspension, the 
Atlas Loan Company, of St. Thomas, 
of which A. E. Wallace, one of the 
partners of the Ames linu, is president, 
closed its doors this morning. This 
step was taken on account of the Im- 
perial Bank withdrawing the loan com- 
pany's line of credit. Mr. Wallace says 
the depositors will be paid in full. St. 
Thomas people are not cheerful. Many 
people in that city have deposits with 
the loan company, and they claim (that 
mortgages upon which deposits have 
been loaned have been nearly all hypo- 
thecated, and that nearly all securities 
are of a speculative character. Most of 
the stockholders of the concern reside 
in Elgin County. 

A. 15. Ames & Co. have not yet pre- 
pared a statement of their affairs, and 
until that is published there will be con- 
siderable uneasiness. There are unmis- 
takable indications, however, that the 
trouble is widespread, the company hav- 
ing clients in all parts of the country. 

It is stated this morning that the offi- 
cial statement of Ames & Co. will not 
be issued until tomorrow, as about $10,- 
000 in securities have to be looked up. 
One bank, however, gave the comfort- 
ing opinion that if the banks would 
keep quiet, Ames ifc Co. "would be able 
to pay all their depositors in full. 

Senator Cox has issued a statement 
in which he ascribes the failure as due 
to the continued depression in stocks. 
Calls for additional margins became so 
heavy that many clients unable to re- 
spond, making it necessary for the firm 
to suspend. He does not consider the 
banks are likely to lose anything. The 
intrinsic values of the stocks are till as 
good as they were before the failure. 
The general prosperity throughout the 
country is of such a character that ho 
expects things will soon regain their 
normal state. 



which ho was president, became the 
subject of discussion'.

Mr. A. E. Amos, head of the firm, 
is considered one of the most prominent 
financiers in the Dominion. His pro- 
gress has been very rapid in the past 
few years, and his transactions were of 
a very extensive character, lie is in- 
terested in a number of fiuunclal institu- 
tions in Toronto. He was president of 
the Metropolitan Bank mid director of 
the Bobert Simpson Company. He en- 
tered into the banking business in 1881 
in the Owen Sound branch of the Mer- 
chants' Bank, and was afterwards con- 
nected with the Imperial Bank. He 
opened a banking and brokerage busi- 
ness in Toronto in 1S09. Mr. Ames 
was president of the Toronto Stock Ex- 
change in 1S07 and 1808, and has been 
president of the Board of Trade, first 
vice-president of the imperial Life 
Assurance Company, and a director of 
the Twin City Rapid Transit Company.

Ames Company were heavily in- j j 
terested in a number of Canadian and 
American industrial issues, which have 
been steadily pounded by outside inter- 
ests and which have as steadily declin- 

factors. Ames & < onipany are said 
to have held Dominion Coal round 140, 
which yesterday sold down to SO. Do- 
minion Iron and Steel Preferred they 
secured at 75 to Sit. It sold yesterday 
at -IS. Steel bonds, at one time sold at 
Oo, are now at l!0. and Steel Common, 
which sold at 78, is now at 1-1. Shef- 
field Southern Steel Company, in which 
Toronto investors are largely interested, 
and which was held by Ames &

at -12. Twin City, which Ames & Com- 
pany were largely instrumental in in- 
troducing to Canadian investors, sold 
up to 128, but could be secured this 
morning at 87.

lhe Gazette adds that Germany had 
decided on the policy of Brer Rabbit, 
and says: "The belated attempt of the 
German Eagle to coo is the surest sign 
that the policy of the government is re- 
garded abroad a.s likely to strengthen 
the Empire to an undesired extent." 

The Westminster Gazette calls upon 
the Duke of Devonshire, Chancellor 
Ritchie and other influential members 
of the cabinet, hitherto labelled freo 
traders, to declare definitely whether 
they are Chnmberlainitcs. 

The German Nordeutsche Allegemnine 
Zeitung issues a semi-official statement, 
denying that the German government 
ever proposed to interfere in the inter- 
nal relations of Britain and Colonies, 
and says she merely gave effect to the 
existing tariff law. Germany treated 
Canada as a country with a separate 
tariff system in -accordance with the 
principle laid down by the British gov- 
ernment itself. 

The German press continues to warn 
the German government to avoid provid- 
ing wind to inllat Chamberlain's sails. 

The Westminster Gazette publishes 
an elaborate article siirned "Diploma- 
ticus," evidently based upon ollicial in- 
formation, attacking Fielding's policy. 
The article declares the story of Ger- 
many's onslaught upon the integrity of 
the Empire is an unsubstantial bogey, 
and that Germany has acted most rea- 
sonably throughout. The article also 
says that such misrepresentations are 
more reprehensible when employed for 
party purposes in a question exclusively 
domestic. 

The Berlin correspondent of the Daily 
Telegraph says that prominent members 
of two German political parties tell him 
that Germany's semi-official statement 
foreshadows the abandonment of 'further 
retaliatory measures against Canada, 
whose trade with Germany is effectively 
killed by the present tariff. German 
agrarian politicians hope that tiie Unit- 
ed States will offer reciprocity to Can- 
ada, thus drawing the colony eiway 
fi i England, when they believe Cham- 
berlain's whole system will fall ■ to 
pieces. 

The Standard also finds amusement in 
the solemn air of unselfish concern with 
which French and German publicists 
warn Britain of the terrible evils await- 
ing her if she leaves the paths which 
hitherto have been so convenient for 
French and German manufacturers.

The meeting of the Fish und Guiue Asso- 
ciation ,hu*t night in the Tourist Associa- 
tion rooms on Kurt street, was fairly well 
attended. Churl™ Huywurd was elected 
tii tihe chair. 

The Hint thins that was taken up was 
Uhe report of the committee who went up i . ., 
to Shuwnlgun to view the obstaictlous In ' 1 
the river. Mr. Fox said that there were 
diffieu'lt falls and that the fall near to 
the lake was as bad an any of them. Mr. 
Topp, who wan with the committee, «Ud 
(that it wuh possible to blast the falls and 
make steps of concrete. P.viure.s that were 
taken by Mr. Fleming, who was also n 
member of the committee, were exhibited 
and they showed lit tihe opinion of the 
meeting that all the falls would have to ibe 
blasted, and ladders placed In them. Mr. 
Huywurd asked Mr Fox to give him the 
approximate height of the 'three tails, 
which he judged to be about -15 feet, 

Mr. Fox bi'M chat M Mr. Koeulg had 
spent Jjvioo hi blasting, It would cost the 
association SI, 500. Mr. Musgruve pointed 
nut ttoat lots of tlsh would so up to the 
lake, as he had always found that trout 
made for fresh water. It was decided that 
the matter of blasting tihe falls should be 
'laid over till Mr. Topp 'could give an opin- 
ion of the cost. 

Mr. CuUhbert, after the discussion .had 
been placed to one side for the time being, 
read some notes .he had taken on Hancock's 
lecture at the last meeting they had, as fol- 
lows: 

Mr. Itabcock referred to being connected 
with a elulb in Sun Francisco, nrihl'cb hud 
only one hundred members, and a waiting 
list of over sixty. In wh'liih one of the 
<ihlof rules was that no ll.-ih should be 
killed lesu tliau 10 Inches long, and only- 
ten of 1*2 Inches by any angler 'In one day, 
and suggested that fishermen .should be ed- 
ucated up to that standard III llritlsh Col- 
umbia. 

He also stated that before anything was 
done wlttti any particular waters In the way 
of ladders, it sliould be ascertained tlhnt 
tlsh were attracted to those waters. He 
waa of opinion that trout fishing could be 
better cultivated on the Island Mian on the 
Mainland. There are many waiters on the 
Island where trout llshing could he culti- 
vated whidh would not Interfere In a coui- 
merelal sense, mu'cih more .so than on tihe 
Mainland. He does not favor the building 
of ladders at Shawnigan before the blast- 
lug of the obstructions In such a way as to 
make It possible for the hsh to get up. 

With reference to tlsh hutdherles the did 
ot Ibelileve that It would be feasible for 
us to establish any hatchery at SlLawuigan 
or anywhere else, particularly on account 
of the Oarge expense entailed In such pre- 
parations, but he suggested that we might 
endeavor to secure trout eggs from t'he 
liatoJiorle.s at New Westminster, and tlhat 
we could do so by applying to the Domin- 
ion government, especlallly df we promised 
to pay for .their delivery, and strongly ad- 
vised the association to follow tlhat course 
In ■endeavoring to propognte trout for 
Shawnigan or uny other lake or stream on 
Vancouver Island. He certainly empha- 
sized the fact that he did ot care to see 
Iptmt propagated In streams frequented' thy 
salmon. 

He could not say that oat flrfh destroyed 
trout, and at the same time there wns a 
great demand for eat flsb for table pur- 
poses. So far as he knows, they do not 
enter into the spawning ground of the 
trout, and therefore eat tihelr 1111. sllll lie 
maintains the putting of cat Ash into 
Shawnigan hike waa a great mistake. 

In closing he was particular to Impress 
upon the Association She fact that tihe 
policy should be to kill all the big trout 
possible, but not to kill any small ones. 

After considerable discussion had ensued 
about poaching and tihe bix manner !in 
which the Dominion government bestirred 
themselves about It, the election of officers 
wns taken up. The following were duly 
Installed; Mr C. Huywurd, president; Mr. 
Mann, vice-president: P. C. McGregor, 
treasurer; Mr. iCutUuett, secretary. The 
following executive wns also elected. Geo. 
Weiler. VV. N. Lenfesty. O. (?. Bass, E. 
Musgrave, II, 'Fleming, executive commit- 
tee. 

Mr. Cathbert drew up the following draft 
of proposals (o be submitted to the execu- 
tive for consideration as the result of tihe 
evening's Conversation:, and they were 
unanimously passed. 

1st. To prepare an apt to place before 
the provincial legislature for- the protection 
lit ilsli In the Inland waters, and game of 
Vancouver Island. 

2nd. To consider the ttdvlsabl'lty of np 
rpnlnting an officer of She association as 
bailiff to act under the aforesaid proposed 
act. 

Snl. To take immediate ^teps lo procure 
"try" from the Fraser river hatchery, to 
be placed In Shawnigan lake, and other 
waters of the Inland. 

•Hill. To prepare a leaflet for the purpose 
of educating the Bshermeu as to the .size 
of a fish that should he taken, and to act 
In general In a sportsmanlike manner, and 
to inform the authorities of any breach of 
the laws that comes under their notice. 

Oth. To ask Mr. Flnlo and Mr. Topp to 
be kind enough to prepare a report on the 
host means of removing hh'o obstructions 
in Shawnigan river, and report at the ex- 
ecutive meeting to he held on next Wednes- 
day evening. 

Afteir Mr. Lenfesty had given Ids views 
us to the protection of third*, the meeting 
adjourned.

A declaration of importance upon the 
question of transportation bus been ex- 
tracted from Sir Wilfrid Laurier by 
the ceaseless and untiring efforts of the 
opposition to get some indication of the 
government's policy in regard to it.

A minority letter signed by three 
sergeants and two constables disap- 
proved of the above letter, thinking that 
a fair effort had not been made to as- 
certain whether or not a pension fund 
could be established, and they opposed 
division of Che money until such effort 
was made. They further stated that 
the money had been secured on repre- 
sentation that it was for a pension or 
reiief fund, and they considered that 
such a fund would tend to the efficiency 
of the department. 

Commissioner Stewart thought that 
as the police had not contributed to the 
fund it was not wise to cut it up. He 
thought the wisest course was to have it 
form the nucleus of a fund for disa- 
bility or sickness. 

The chief said that the men had not 
contributed. 

Commissioner Price said it had been 
agreed by the men in the event of their 
gelling an increased salary that part 
of the increase should be to a pension 
or relief fund. He looked to the city 
to supplement such a fund. 

Commissioner Stewart moved that the 
matter be laid on the table until the 
next meeting, and the chief hold the 
money in the meantime, and the police 
be notified to that effect. In the menu- 
time the commissioners will enquire into 
the feasibility of the pension or relief 
scheme. This was carried. 

Go. Moore, now in Vancouver, asked 
permission to rent a house on the corner 
of Chatham street for immoral purposes, 
he submit ting that other houses wero 
so rented further down the street.

Concluding Session A* Lady- 
smith of Task of Labor 
Commission. 



Final Evidence Tendered By 
Witnesses in Mining 
Difficulty. 



Nanuimo, Juno 1.— The labor commis- 
sioners loft the Island this evening for 
Vancouver, ttossland and Fcnte, and 
they will bo absent probably two or 
throe weeks before returning to Vic- 
toria to wind «[> their sittings and write 
their report. 

The Quadra reached Ladysniith early 
this morning, and u sitting was held 
to examine Wallace Bowes, C. P. R- 
telegraph agent, and II. T Porter. 14. 
«fc N. Railway agent, both of whom 
had been subpoenaed to produce all 
telegrams in their possession of a na- 
ture dealing with the strike, and exist- 
ing labor conditions. No telegrams of 
this nature had been handled by the 
K. & -N-. Railway Company's operator, 
but Mr. Bowes produced several, includ- 
ing one from the Western Federation 
of Miners promising $1,000 to the strike 
fund. None of the men present having 
any evidence to -give on the subject, the 
rhief .Justice made a few remarks. He 
thought it a hazardous step to call men 
out on strike. He thought the 'men at 
I^adysmith were to be congratulated on 
the extreme good order which had pre- 
vailed during the trying times they had 
passed through. Referring to the nego- 
tiations for settling the strike, lie said 
that lie did not see why the manage- 
ment of the Wellington Colliery should 
take so long to make up their minds. He 
hoped matters would be brought to a 
bead within the next few days, as he 
■did not see why a large body of men 
should remain in idleness. The public 
•considered that the men had a perfect 
right to keep together in their own 
fashion provided they did not do any- 
thing illegal. If the men showed 
through their leaders and by their ac- 
tions that they were reasonable, public 
sympathy would be with them, but not 
if thev made unreasonable demands. 

The* Rev. Dr. Kowe followed in 
sympathy with the above remarks. Ho 
dwelt on the fact that the ' Western 
Federation of Miners had apparently 
not given the men much support, and 
he did not see why they should have 
allied themselves with an organization 
like that. He alluded to the efforts of 
the. .commissioners, and Mr. Mackenzie 
King, the secretary, to adjust the dilli- 
eulty, aud-.wound up that lie was not yot 
convinced, and he would tell them so 
frankly, that their light for technical 
recognition was advisable if they wished 
to get public sympathy. 

Mr. McCargill, from the body of the 
ball, demurred. He considered that the 
company showed favoritism. If the 
union had a man like Mr. Robins to 
deal with, things would be all right, but 
it was a different matter to deal with 
Mr. Dunsmuir. 

Alec. Durham spoke to similar ef- 
fect, and the sitting was adjourned un- 
til the afternoon at Xanaiino. 

W. V. Archibald, C. V. R. telegraph 
operator at Nauaimo, was the iir.st wit- 
ness put into the box there. He had 
been subpoenaed to produce all tele- 
grams which he had handled during the 
mouths of March, April ami May relat- 
ing to the matters being investigated by 
the commission. These witness banded 
to the secretary, saying that lie did so 
unwillingly. The commissioners assur- 
« ed him, • however, that the subpoena 
would be his exoneration with his em- 
ployers. 

'l'. J. Shentou, secretary of the Na- 
naimo union, was then called. 

The Chief Justice read out a tele- 
gram sent by him to BaKer, worded: 
"Urgent request of your presence. Come 
to Niuiainio immediately," and asked 
witness for an explanation. 

Witness hesitated to do this, but the 
Chief Justice gave him to understand 
that the public were paying a largo 
sum for the commission, and it was 
necessary that every detail of the mat- 
ters under investigation should be clear- 
ed up. 

Witness then asked for an adjourn- 
ment, saying that the telegram had ref- 
erence to the chain, of the secret work- 
ings of the organization, and he would 
wish to have Mr. C. Wilson present as 
counsel, before he divulged anything. 

It was accordingly arranged that wit- 
ness should appear before the commis- 
sioners on Wednesday next at Vancou- 
ver, when counsel would be present. 

The Chief Justice then referred wit- 
ness to Rev. Mr. Hall's evidence, given 
at Cumberland, to the effect that he 
(witness) had gone up there as the rep- 
resentative of Mr. Baker, and had in- 
terviewed him (Mr. Hall) with regard 
to the idea of organizing Japanese aud 
Chinese. 

Witness said that was not correct. 
He hail talked to Mr. Hall, and told 
him that he was representing Mr. Bak- 
er, but did not say that he went up to 
organize the Japanese and Chinese. Mr. 
Hall had probably introduced the mat- 
ter, having a view in elevate the Chin- 
ese to an appreciation of organization. 
.Mr. Mall had said that if tin' constitu- 
tion and bylaws of any union in exis- 
tence could be printed in Chinese, that 
would help to educate them mi union 
principles. Witness had told Mr. Hall 
that he went up to Cumberland as 
Makers representative to inform the 
men there that Baker could not be pres- 
mt. 

Chief Justice- Was that nil? — Well 
also to look into matters generally. 
Yes, he was commissioned by Mr. Bak- 
er with full powers, not ex-r-tly to take 
charge of the strike, but . take Bak- 
er's place for three days, not to organize 
because that had already been done, 
but principally to inform the men why 
IBaker could not be present, and to tell 
them that their position had been ap- 
proved by the W. K. of M. The uplift- 
ing of the Chinese did not bother wit- 
jiess, it was Mr. Hall who spoke about 
that. Witness did not know that in- 
structions had come from Denver to 
organize Japanese and Chinese. He 
was present at the joint meeting, but 
did not know that Meyer's telegram to 
Baker was read out. lie did not know 
that Baker was going to communicate 
with Moyer to that effect. There had 
been newspaper reports nearly two 
months ago about the organization of 
Orientals. lie did not know that Baker 
was enquiring of Moyer about -calling 
out Cumberland. He had not discussed 
the matter, nor heard any discussion of 
it. In so far he had not been taken • 
into confidence; Baker had said nothing 
to him about the matter. He (witness) 
would not have approved a sympathetic 
strike at Cumberland. It was the wrong 
time. So far as his own union was con- 
cerned the organization of Japanese and 
Chines-' would not be approved. To that 
extent ho disagreed with President 
Moyer. There was a suggestion of 
Chinese organization made during his 
conversation with Hall, but only for a 
future time. It witness agreed in any 
sense his greatest objection was that the 
Orientals were aliens, and would be put 
on the level of white men. 

The Chief Justice read to witness 
'Moyer's telegram to Baker: "We ap- 
prove of calling out any or all men 
necessary to win at Ladysmith. Or- 
ganize Japanese and Chinamen if pos- 
sible." Witness said he never knew 
that telegram was in existence. 

The Chief Justice remarked that the 
chain of circumstances were peculiar. 



Witness was the locum tenons of Baker 
the trusted agent of the W. P. of Mj 
He went up to Cumberland and hud a 
conversation about organizing the Chin- 
ese, and Japanese. Taking these facts 
in connection with the above telegram, 
the public would very naturally draw the 
conclusion that he went up to Cumber- 
land for that purpose. Witness em- 
phatically denied that he had done so. 
He went up there a few days after 
the strike, to. look into the situation, and 
convey the Western Federation's appro- 
val of it. 

The Chief Justice remarked tUab-4t 
was not necessary at that time to do 
so, as the above telegram had already 
been taken ut) to Cumberland by Bar- 
ber, the president of that union. The 
excuse that witness went up there to 
convey the approval from Denver was 
consequently rather feeble. Well, wit- 
ness said, he did not know. He only 
did as he was instructed. 

Hie Chief Justice isolated out that since 
witness knew nothing about tie organiza- 
tion of tlie Japs and Chinese, Mr. Hull 
must have been wrong, but was It not pe- 
culiar that Mr. Hall should make the 
statement witness could not say. He 
would not like to actually deny 'Mr. Hall's 
statement, not having heard it. It seem- 
ed to the Chief Justice that It was for 
witness to clear up the whole situation. 
Wtnesa didn't know. He had not seen 
the telegram. Yes, witness thought he 
was entitled to be taken Into continence 
on so important a point. 

The Chief Justice— Then, it appears that 
you were not taken into commence? 1'es, 
then tiliat settles It. 

A telegram from Craig, local secretary 
at Ferule was then read: "No settlement 
in sight: tell the men not to couie over." 
Witness explained that this was public 
property. There were men liere waiting 
•to return to Fornle. That is what hi? sur- 
mised. Witness (has heard Chart the FernJe 
and adjoining unions Iliad broken -from the 
W. F. of M. aud Joined the United Mine 
Workers. The probable reason was the 
dilatory methods pursued by due W. F. In 
sending necessary support. The support 
given by them to Ladysmith and Ounibor- 
and was very meagre, not more than $1,800 
Witness did not think the Denver control 
was any weakness. If tihe local facts were 
not laid fully before the Denver (headquar- 
ters the effects would be disastrous. Y'es. 
any want of contldeiice shown to the local 
■union would be Important. 

••And yet," remarked the Chief Justice, 
"you as a local leader were not taken Into 
confidence. Yon don't mean to say you 
were a blind instrument." Witness said 
Hie would not like to be that, lie did not 
tfeel aggrieved about the omission, but he 
would like to have been consulted as one of 
the leaders. 

As to Mr. Hall's statement that witness 
fwld he felt suit! guarantees for Chinese 
organization could be given by the W. P., 
witness said Ida remarks hail Ix-en en- 
larged on. He <ll. I say something to Mr. 
Hall about a guarantee along the lines of 
the organization, but was pretty sure that 
lie did not say guarantees could tie given, 
lie might have said Oie could not take any 
rcsposiblllty without seeing Mr. Baker. 
He had spoken to Mr. linker regarding the 
constitution, and the suggestions made by 
Mr. Hall, but the matter dropped right 
there. The organization of the Chinese 
was a hobby of Mr. Hall's. The method 
was discussed between him and Mr. Hall 
in a general kind of way. To the Rev. Dr. 
Kowe witness thought the subject was sug- 
gested by the Increased 'head tux. No. 
witness could not have said that Oie would 
he willing to take it up because he (him- 
self considered the Orientals as u menace 
to white men. 

The sltttlng was then dosed, and the 
commission left Immediately nifterwnrdx on 
the I). (!.

Hon. Richnrd McBride is not yet 
ready to announce authoritatively the 
wmuoBition oC his cabinet. That w»» 
come in a few Jays, .however, uccord- 
inir to the announcement made in tne 
•l>reiniei-V behalf by Hon. Caj>t. Tatlow 
in the legislature yesterdny. 

The interrogation which elicited this 
Information was by Mr. Joseph Hunter, 
almost immediately after the opening or 
the eittdng. Ho based his question, one 
of privilege, upon the prospective slate 
as (published in the Colonist, asking if 
it were true that the gentlemen named 
were to compose bbu cabinet— oud if the 
slate was not an entirely correct fore- 
cast, was any part of it correct, and if 
*o, what part? He did not think that 
tliiH was asking too much, and he be- 
lieved the country would appreciate 
candid answer. 

• Ou another point, he asked wheth 
or not the President of the Council was 
sitting in the House as a salaried minis- 
ter V Until the act of 1S!J9 was passed, 
the position he occupied had been 
recognized by fcba con«titutivn. He could 
hardly believe that Hon. Mr. 1 allow 
would be so foolish as to expose him- 
self to penalties of <f5( 10 a day, but the 
lM>int might well be answered definitely. 

In reply, the President of the Council 
said that' the Premier had as yet no an- 
nouncement to make respecting the com- 
position of his ministry. This would be 
I'isclosed, however, in the course of a 
few daw. As for the second interro- 
gation, ho Relieved the member for Cari- 
boo would share his regret that he was 
not in receipt of any salary. 

'Passing to the business of the day, 
the representative of the government 
presented the report of the House com- 
mittee appointed to revise the estimates, 
this report suggesting that retrench- 
ment might be made in items 2 to 11 
inclusive, but leaving the matter to the 
discretion of the government— tho votes 
being themselves untouched. 

The r<a>ort wns upon motion received, 
and the House thereafter proceeded to 
to the orders of the day. The third read- 
ings were given the iDiocese of Kootc- 
nay Incorporation bill, the Kootenay 
Tramway and Development Company 
bill, the Xicola, Kamloops and Similka- 
iiieon Company bill, the Police and 
Prisons Regulation bill: tihe House W» 
next proceeding to deal with the South 
African War Laud <Jrant Act amend- 
ment bill and tihe Liquor License Regu 
lotion Act Amendment bill, when Mr 
Houston objected. 

ilis ground was that having left the re 
vision of legislation remaining on the 
orders to a select committee, the House 
would be treating this committee with 
great disrespect ill thus taking the worl 
out of their hands. 

Messrs. Netll and Rogers urged that 
in the matter of the Liquor Act, it was 
simply justice to put the widows of de 
ceased hotel proprietors on a par with 
other licensees. 

Mr. Hunter, however, held with Mr. 
Houston, that the House should proper- 
ly .proceed with no more bills, even ad- 
mittedly non-contentious measures, un- 
til the committee empowered to review 
them had performed its task. The gov- 
ernment had voluntarily abrogated its 
functions to the committee and there 
could be no excuse for going back upon 
the course outlined by pic-king out 
tain measures to lie favored in adva 

Mr. McPkillips held that there could 
he no fair objection since these wen 
measures inherited from the previous 
government, which statement was in- 
stantly challenged by Col. Prior, wile 
disowned the War Grants bill as now 
amended as a government measure, tin 
point heinjj admitted well taken by Vic- 
toria's junior member. 

The objection prevailed, and further 
coiifliderntion of pending bills was de- 
ferred until such time as the commit 
tee makes its report. 

On the mo- ion for supply committee, 
Hun. Copt. Tatlow presented in lieu of 
the budget speech, what would other- 
wise 1- iv< btt'ii m p u-t Ins cntliissm of 
•the financial conditions in which the 
province at present timls itself. H 
made it very clear that the estimates 
as offered to bite House were the crea- 
tions of the previous government, which 
their successors had had no opportunity 
to fully linvestigate and could not there- 
fore set the seal of their endorsement 
upon. .He dwelt In detail upon the vari 
ous estimates of revenue, holding- that 
there had been mi. -calculation as to tim 
her receipts and returns .under Chinese 
revenue account. lie anticipated that 
the total overdraft on June :!(), 1904. 
-w'ouhl amount to £722,110. exclusive of 
the overdraft on dyking account ($23(1, 
000), the supplementary estimate ($150, 
(100), and deficiency ill the former Fi 
nance Minister's approximation of rev- 
enues (£150.000), a total all told of 
$1,207,000. The Fraser triver brid 
balance had also to be provided for. 

"While presenting the estimates of 
our predecessors to the House," said the 
Hon. Oipt. Tatlow. "the government 
wishes it clearly understood that it dis 
claims responsibility. It will be per 
fectly willing that the House make any 
reductions err i.elumges it sees tit. Nor 
will the, government bo bound to nd- 
.here in any way to the items placed 
here, if information obtainable later 
goes to show reductions' possible, advisa- 
ble in the public interest and the true 
economy of the province." 

die..- .hoped 'the House would deal with 
the -estimates in the self-sacrificing 
spirit, in the hope of relieving the prov- 
ince of a .portion of the grave financial 
burden placed upon it nt the present 
time. 

There was no budget debate, and the 
JIouso went at OiJCO into committee, 



with Mr. Hunter as chairman, passin 
the entire main estimates before ris- 
ing at t!::?0. 

On but lew votes was their suggestion 
of debate. 

Vote IS— $5,040 for steam Ixiiler in 
speetion — brought forth a protest from 
t ae member for Nanaimo city that the 
working of this act was at present most 
unsatisfactory; he asked that the vote 
stand over for fuller information, and 
this was ordered by the chairman's vote 
on a tie arising. 

Vote K!4 — $4,000 toward experiment- 
ing in clearing bush lands— was also 
challenged as unnecessary, but carried 
upon division by 14 to S. 

A long and desultory debate arose on 
vote 105 — $15,000 for Rossland riding 
Mr. Curtis making a strenuous effort to 
add $37,500 thereto. His vigorous 
speech elicited contributions to the dis 
cussioii by .Messrs. Houston, Paterson, 
1 la wt hornth waite and Mclnnes. 

It was between the Nanaimo City and 
the North Nanaimo members that the 
warmest passage of the day occurred. 
Mr. Ha wthornthwaitc took occasion to 
censure the government responsible for 
the estimates, of which the member for 
North Nanaimo had been a member, for 
limiting inadequate provision for Nanai- 
mo's needs. It had been a conspicuous 
fact, he urged, that although the past 
government had been an "Island govern- 
ment," the "Island" outside Victoria 
had never received duo justice. It was 
to be hoped that under the new admin- 
istration — a Mainland government, this 
condition would be reversed. 

Mr. Mclnnes replied urging that the 
efforts of the past government in fram- 
ing the estimates had been dictated by 
a desire to do even justice. He sug- 
gested that there might be something in 
the report that at the next election Mr. 
Hawthornth waite will seek a Mainland 
seat. 

The item finally passed without 
amendment. 

On the vote for wharves, in the sup- 
plenientaries, Mr. Paterson wanted to 
know where, when, and why the 
wharves referred to had been built. He 
thought ho knew something of the 
transactions, but was curious to hear 
the government explanation. 

Mr. Wells could not locate (from 
memory the specific works referred to, 
but had no doubt but that the bridges 
\yere in thq constituency of Mr. Pater- 
son, 

"I have a very good idea of my own 
in that connection," said Mr. Paterson, 
On the supplementary vote for tele- 
grams, Mr. Hnwthornthwaite wanted 
to know if this vote covered a certain 
celebrated telegram reading "it's up to 
you to come and save the government." 
He did not think that this was legiti- 
mately chargeable to the country. 

"Oh that's all right," said Mr. Wells. 
I" lint was paid for outside." 
The only other disputed vote in the 
main •estimates was that of $2,100 for 
the expenses of the Mining Association 
comnuiitce Instrumental in bringing 
about the .settlement of the Ferine 
stride. 

Mr. Hnwthornthwaite did not look on 
this as fairly chargeable to the prov- 
ince. The Federation of Miners had 
in reality been instrumental in stopping 
for the time-being the strike at Fernie. 
and in any event the Premier had had 
no authority to bind the government to 
pay this committee's expanses. It was 
particularly desirable for the Crow's 
Nest Pass Coal Company to have this 
difficulty terminated, and Colonel Prior 
as a heavy .stock owner in this company, 
had been too ready to saddle the costs 
upon the country instead of paying the 
bill with bis fellow shareholders. 

The Nanaimo city member moved for 
the elimination of the vote. 

The motion failed to find a seconder, 
after Mr. Wells had come to Col. Prior's 
rescue, accepting full responsibility for 
the former government for the ex-Pre- 
mier's offer in this connection. 

The supplementaries will be taken 
ii]) today. It is understood that these 
include among other new items, $20,000 
for the Vancouver general hospital, to- 
gether with provision for a normal 
school in Vancouver, and a High school 
long desired at Chilliwack. 



The steamer Robert Adamson, which 
was so badly damaged by the steamer 
Queen when the latter vessel collided 
with her on the Sound on May 3, during 
a fog, will arrive at Esquimau today 
for repairs, the contract for the repairs 
necessary to the big liritish cargo car- 
rier, made necessary by the collision 
with the Queen, having been awarded 
to the Bsquimalt Marine Railway Com- 
pany of this city. There were four 
itirms in competition for the tender, two 
in Victoria. The tenderers wore the 
Puget St unci Bridge & Dredging Com- 
pany, an 1 the Moran Shipyard of Seat- 
tle, and the Albion Iron Works aud 
ISsquinialt Marine Railway Company of 
Victoria, and the latter linn being the 
lowest tenderers were awarded the con- 
tract. 

The repairs to the Robert Adamson 
will cost in the neighborhood of $30,000. 
In all about 70 plates are to be put in 
the big steamer. The Queen, the Pa- 
cific Coast liner, which collided with 
the Robert Adamson, struck her on the 
starboard side and the bow of the pas- 
senger boat cut deep into the starboard 
side of the Robert Adamson, cutting a 
hoi > into which a horse and cart could 
be driven. The impact of the Queen, cut- 
ting into the closely packed lumber cargo 
of the Robert Adamson pushed out a 
number of plates and rendered other 
damage to the port side of the steamer, 
which add to the repair work made 
necessary. 

The Robert Adamson is a steamer 
well known to Victorians, for she was 
engaged fur some time in the coal trade 
between Sun Fiancisco and the island 
collieries.

J. C. Vosa Arrives at Wellington Willi

The Indian war canoe Tilikum, which 
started from Victoria in May two years 
ago, with Capt. J. C. Voss, and Norman 
Ltlxton on board, and which voyaged 
across the Pacific via the South Sea Isl- 
ands, Fiji and Samoa, has been re- 
ported from Wellington, New Zealand. 
Lux ton left the voyager at Fiji, and 
after making the voyage to Australia 
by steamer, abandoned the scheme, and 
returned to this Coast. Voss continued, 
and was last reported voyaging along 
the Australian Coast, where his canoe 
was damaged while being transported 
ashore for show purposes, and he re- 
covered damages amounting to $2,000 
from the transfer company. The vessel 
arrived at Wellington on May -4. With 
Capt. Voss is H. E. Buckridge, an ad- 
venturous young man who fought 
through the South African campaign, 
mid was on board the ship Discovery 
in her Antarctic voyage. He wns brought 
to Australia by the relief vessel, after 
leaving the Discovery. The Tilikum is 
being exhibited at the New Zealand 
port. 

PLANS BEING PREPARED. 

For Erection of Piers and Warehouses 
on James Bay For Ferry Steamer. 

Plans are being prepared by H. J. 
Gamble, chief engineer of the C. P. R. 
works at Vancouver, for the construc- 
tion of wharfage, with the offices, sheds 
and warehouses to be erected thereon, 
at the block secured by the C. V. R., 
fronting on James Ray, just beyond the 
boat house of the James Bay Athletic 
Association, and adjoining the wharf 
where the steamers of the company have 
been placed when idle for some time 
past. Piers and warehouses, and neces- 
sary offices, waiting room, etc., are to be 
constructed and a landing place made 
there for the new ferry steamer Prin- 
cess Victoria, which is being completed 
at Vancouver for service 



KIOJUX MARU ARRIVES. 



Other Liners Now En Route — A 
Fleet Coming. 



Steamer Riojun Maru, of the N. Y. K. 
line, Capt. Ollno, reached port yester- 
day morning from Yokohama, with a 
full cargo, including large shipments of 
the new crop of Japanese tea. The 
steamer bad 117 tons of cargo for Vic- 
toria, which was landed at the Ocean 
docks. She had 2,UU0 tons for Seattle 
and overland ports. The steamer 
brought a large number of passengers, 
there being 250 all told. Of these there 
were 10 European saloon passengers, 
ami 103 Chinese, of whom 90 debarked 
at this port. The steamer brought 1-13 
Japanese, of whom three landed here, 
all of whom passed the educational test 
by Immigration Officer Ellis. The Rio- 
jun, which had an uneventful passage, 
passed the steamer Tremont bound to 
l'okohamo when four days out. 

Steamer Hyades is the next Oriental 
liner due at the Ocean docks. She left 
Muroran, at which port she called for 
coal, on May 21, and she is due here 
tomorrow. The Hyades is bringing 
300 tons of general cargo for this port, 
which will be landed at the Ocean docks 
and the steamer will proceed to Van- 
couver to discharge the coal brought for 
that port. The coal will be lauded at 
Vancouver in bond, and, as it is for use 
on the Empress liners coming across « the 
Pacific, it will not he required to pay 
any duty whatever. This is the first of 
three shipments, over 3,000 tons rapiece, 
coining on the Ajax and the Ascot are 
IOjOOO tons altogether, the importation 
being made on account of the strike in 
British Columbia cutting off the supply 
at Comox, Cumberland and other places. 

The steamer Ajax, sailed from Muro- 
ran after loading coal at the fclokhindo 
port, on May '^S, and she is due on June 
10. The China Mutual liner will pro- 
ceed direct to Vancouver to discbarge 
the 3,000 tons of coal, which was last 
loaded, and she will return from Van- 
couver to the Ocean docks to discharge 
her English and Oriental cargo for Vic- 
toria merchants. The steamer Pleiades 
left Yokohama on May and she 

due here on June 11. It is not certain 
whether she will call at this port, no 
advices having yet been received in 
that regard by the local Office of> the 
Boston S. S. Company. The (steamer 
Shawmut, of the Boston S. S. Co., left 
Hongkong for this port on May 28, and 
she is due here oil June 20. 

The steamer Victoria leaves Yoko-
